our sailors, there is an evil at-work.to which 
the attention of shipmasters . should be 
especially: directed, since it is-one that lies 
solely. within their. own power to remedy. 
We refer to the almost‘ aniversdl practice of 
indiscriminately. giving “'V. G;” discharge 
certificates to good and bad men alike, 
Rightly. used, the certificates that are given 
to seamen on their being discharged from 
their vessels would become not only a means 
of protection to shipmasters . themselves 
against imposition, but aleo the means of 
raising the characters of the men, by in- 
ducing ‘them to make an effort during the 
voyage to gain a satisfactory discharge. 
Instead of this, these certificates have be- 
come comparatively ‘useless. Their posses- 
sion is by no means a ntee as to a man’s 
real worth, as, from the reckloss manner in 
whioh' they are distributed in the present 
day, tho most incompetent lubber that over 
stood on 8 'ship’s deol is almost as certain to 
obtain uo first-class discharge os though he 
were 8 inodel of perfeotion, Hence itis that 
men becomé careless and indifferent, and 
discipline becomes rélaxed. ‘Tha most worth- 
less characters come to look upon the “V. G.” 
ag their right, and feel themselves insulted 
if they are reported simply as “good.” 
And this unsatisfactory state of things has 
arisen solely from the lack of little moral 
courage, or from the exercise of a too-gonerous 
good-nature on ‘the part of the masters of 
vessels,’ The latter feeling has, no doubt, a 
very deep. influence in the matter, At the 
end ‘of @ long voyage there is a natural 
inclination to let Ty genes be: by-gones, 
and tho. result is the. presentation of 
first-rate cortificates to and had alike. 
This oxercise of generosity is doubtless ac- 
companied by the reflection that the donor 
is not likeiy to be, troubled by his bad 
characters again, He has sailed with them 
‘once-he imows and will remember them— 
let them go where std will, And so they 
‘o, and by the aid of the ‘'V. G.” certificates 
he has given them the old tale of imposition 
is commonced again, Py ; 

It must be acknowledged that the question 
of withholding the '*V; G.” certificate is not 
always one of merely rostraining a good- 
natured impulse, It not unfrequently hap- 
pens that some amount of moral—and indeed 
physical—conrage is necessary on the part: 
of a master who determines to desoribe cach 
than according to his worth. Some of the 
worst and most daring specimens of seamen 
are not only abusive, but actually threaten- 
ing if offered anything lesa than first-class 
certificates of discharge. They have becoma 
40 accustomed to receive the ‘V. G.” that 
when they have to deal witha man who is 
sufficiently Sonucieatiousaant courageous to 
degoribe them as they deserve they grow 
indignont at the supposed’ injustice, and 
hold: out ‘thrasts of, violence towards, their 
dotractor. Butif every master would rétolve 
to do his duty, threats of this kind would 
soon become rare, and what is more, oharac- 
ters of this desoiption would become equal 
scarce. in the ‘service, There’ can be little 
doubt thot if-shipmasters made it an. in- 
variable point of honour to describe each 
man of their crews exactly as he had been 
found during the voyage, quality of our 
merchant seamen generally would soon show 
a marked improvement.
